Pur- 
due holds  in  trust  the  Lafayette  Cup,  by  virtue  of  the  State  cham- 
pionship. Our  sturdy  eleven  defeated,  with  heavy  scores,  the  teams 
of  Ann  Arbor,  Chicago  University,  Champaign  and  Wisconsin. 

Purdue  contributes  an  elegant  display  for  the  World  Columl)ian 
Exposition,  consisting  of  specimens  of  work  done  in  lal)oratories,  illus- 
trations of  buildings,  class  work  and  athletics,  and  many  other  things 
that  will  be  of  general  interest. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  progress,  and    has  opened    the  way  for 
a  decided  improvement  during  next  year.

AMOS  Haivelon  was  born  in  Butler  countj-,  Ohio,  August  15,  182b. 
In  1830  his  parents  removed  to  Clinton  county,  Indiana,  where  Mr. 
Haivelon  has  since  resided.  His  father  was  a  farmer,  and,  caring  not  to 
divert  from  the  vocation,  brought  up  his  son  to  the  same  pursuit,  in 
which  the  earnestness  and  persistence  which  characterized  Mr.  Haivelon 
has  brought  success  to  him ;  sviccess  which  had  for  its  foundation  a 
rugged  constitution,  a  keen  business  disposition,  and  a  watchfulness  of 
the  odds  and  ends,  so  essential  in  an  agricultural  pursuit.  He  was 
judicious  in  making  investments,  and  gradualh-  accumulated  quite  ex- 
tensive farming  lands,  which  advanced  with  the  development  of  the 
country.  I^ater,  in  1875,  he  invested  in  some  banking  stock  which 
proved  not  to  be  a  money-making  venture,  and  again  was  his  attention 
turned  to  the  farm.  He  subsequently  converted  his  farming  interests 
into  U.  S.  bonds  and  real  estate  in  Frankfort,  and  later,  in  1890,  was 
instrumental  in  establishing  the  Clinton  County  Bank,  in  which  enter- 
prise he  has  since  been  an  active  worker. 

Mr.  Haivelon  has  never  married,  living  a  devoted  life  to  his  mother, 
who  shared  his  various  fortunes  until  her  death.  His  life  has  been  one 
of  close  application  to  business,  and  success  has  crowned  his  efforts, 
and  now,  while  on  the  shady  side  of  life,  he  has  seen  fit  to  share  with 
Purdue  and  foster  the  development  of  industrial  education.

CHEMISTRY  is  something  every  stvident  falls  heir  to  at  Purdue. 
Every  course  has  its  required  amount,  and  it  requires  a  professor 
possessed  of  much  skill  and  ingenuity  to  prepare  a  series  of  lectures 
that  will  be  attractive  to  a  class  composed  of  members  taking  work  in 
five  widely  different  courses,  but  such  a  one  it  is  Purdue's  good  fortune 
to  possess.  So  adept  is  he  in  his  mixing  of  experiments,  formulae,  facts, 
gaseous  and  otherwise,  that  the  compounds  are  palatable  even  to  the 
most  fastidious.  Under  his  dexterous  hand  transformations  are  per- 
formed, reactions  accomplished  between  the  various  chemicals,  that 
astonish  the  most  credulous. 

Dr.  Winthrop  Ellsworth  Stone  was  born  in  Chesterfield,  New 
Hampshire,  in  1862.  From  there  he  moved  to  Amherst,  Mass.,  where 
he  resided  from  1874  to  1882.  Attending  the  Massachusetts  Agricultu- 
ral College,  he  graduated  in  1882.  Immediately  after  his  graduation  he 
became  scientific  assistant  at  "  Houghton  Farm,"  spending  two  years  in 
this  work.  Between  1884  and  1886  he  was  assistant  chemist  at  the 
Massachusetts  State  Experiment  Station  at  Amherst. 

Leaving  here  to  more  thoroughly  equip  himself  for  his  life  work,  he 
spent  two  years,  from  1886  to  1888,  in  studying  at  the  Georgia  Agusta 
University  in  Goettingen,  Germany.  While  here  he  received  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  the  subjects  of  chemistry  and  botany. 

Returning,  we  find  him  as  chemist  of  the  Tennessee  Experiment 
Station  at  Knoxville,  from  1888  to  1889.  In  October  of  the  latter  year 
he  was  elected  to  the  Chair  of  Chemistry  at  Purdue.  The  fact  that  only 
three  short  years  had  passed  when,  in  November,  1892,  he  became  Vice- 
President  of  Purdue,  shows  the  high  esteem  with  which  he  is  regarded 
by  his  co-workers. 

He  is  known  to  Purdue  students  by  the  ease  with  which  he  solves, 
and  that  generally  correctly,  the  unknown  in  their  lives.  Under  his 
skillful  hand  the  conglomeration  of  student  life  .separates  itself  into  its 
component  parts  and  order  is  brought  out  of  chaos. 
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THE  NEW  PROFESSORS. 


"Delightful  task!     To  rear  the  tender  thought, 
To  teach  the  young  idea  how  to  shoot, 
To  pour  the  fresh  instruction  o'er  the  mind, 
To  breathe  the  enlivening  spirit,  and  to  fix 
The  generous  purpose  in  the  glowing  breast." 

A  college  faculty  is  not  a  constant  quantity.  They  come  and  go 
with  more  or  less  regularitj- — some  for  better,  some  for  worse,  speaking 
both  from  professor  and  student  stand-point.  The  present  year  has  been 
no  exception  to  the  general  rule.  New  chairs  have  been  added,  new 
faces  have  appeared,  and  some  old  ones  gone  from  us.  Prof.  Fessenden 
skillfully  manipulates  the  theories  of  electric  wires  and  buttons  this 
year,  succeeding  Prof.  Carman.  A  special  Chair  of  Physics  has  been 
created  and  filled  by  Prof.  Waterman.  Two  additional  professorships 
in  mathematics  have  been  added  and  filled  b}'  Professors  Alford  and 
Amadou.  A  special  professorship  in  hydraulic  and  sanitary  engineering 
has  been  established  and  Prof.  Richardson  placed  in  control.  In  the 
Art  Department  a  change  has  also  taken  place ;  Miss  Fry  retiring,  being 
sticceeded  by  Miss  Lj'tle  and  her  assistant.  Miss  Furber.  Lieut.  Johnson 
has  charge  of  the  dispensing  of  military  tactics,  which  department  was 
for  several  3'ears  under  the  control  of  Lieut.  Pickering.

A  wide 

expanse  of  campus,  artistically  laid 

out    in  walks    and  drives;  here  a 

green    hedge    outlines    a    drive-way, 

there  a  group  of  shrubbery'  breaks  the 

view,  and  an  occasional  flower-bed  dots 

the  intervening  grass  plot. 

The  buildings  stand  out  above   the 
trees  in  pleasant  relief  against  the  blue 
sky.     On  a  closer  view  one  is  struck  with  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  old  board  fence,  that  has  weathered 
through  since  the  founding  of  the  Universitj-,  being 
practicalh'  preserved  by  the  diligence  of  the    city   business 
men,  who  have  seen  fit  to  use  it  as  a  desirable  place  to  parade 
before  the  unsophisticated  Prep,  and  Freshman  the  superiority 
of  their  goods. 

The  entrance  to  the  campus  is  guarded  bj^  two  large  stone 
pillars — Prexy's  pride.  Directly  in  front  as  one  drives  in,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  long  double  drive-way,  which  is  shaded  by  statelj* 
elms  and  maples,  stands  the  Electrical  Building,  the  most  recent  build- 
ing, but  one,  on  the  campus.  To  the  right  at  some  distance  lies  the 
haunts  of  "  Schenectady,"  the  pet  of  the  Mechanical  Department ;  this 
])uilding  is  the  Haivelon  Laboratories  in  embryo,  that  ere  long  will 
stand  out  proudly  as  the  enduring  testimony  of  the  generosity  of 
Purdue's  recent  benefactor,  Amos  Haivelon. 

To  the  left  on  the  curve  of  the  drive  one  comes  to  the  Department 
of  Practical  Mechanics.  This  building  probabl}'  bj-  another  j-ear  will  be 
transformed  into  a  Chemical  and  Biological  Laboratory.

To  the  left  along  the  walk  arises  an  imposing  structure,  that  old 
castle  and  much  talked  of  stronghold  in  college  legends,  "the  Dorm." 
If  one  was  to  believe  half  of  the  transactions  and  dire  deeds  that  have 
been  reported  to  have  taken  place  within  its  walls,  the  dwellers  would 
surely  be  qualified  to  accept  a  lucrative  position  with  the  band  of  furies 
of  his  Satanic  Majesty. 

The  Dorm,  is  a  grim  looking  structure,  .staunchly  built,  with  the 
object  of  utility  rather  than  artistic  effect. 

To  the  north  of  the  Dorm.,  and  nearly  lost  in  the  cluster  of  pines 
and  chestnuts,  is  the  Military  Hall,  the  headquarters  of  the  Purdue 
army.  This  was  formerly  a  gymnasium,  but  the  "  powers  that  be  "  seem 
to  consider  the  knowledge  of  war  tactics  of  more  benefit  than  the  practice 
of  peaceful  gymnastics,  and  hence  the  change. 

As  one  enters  the  campus  and  strolls  around  on  the  winding  path, 
he  passes  a  .series  of  silent  guards  stationed  on  the  divides  of  the  path, 
that  serve  as  mile  stones  of  the  college  history,  for  they  are  souvenirs 
left  by  former  classes  as  tokens  of  their  having  secured  degrees  from 
our  alma  mater. 

Farther  on  stands  the  University  Hall,  a  collegiate  looking  building 
and  a  fitting  monument  to  the  memory  of  our  first  benefactor,  John 
Purdue,  through  whom  "  Purdue"  became  a  possibility.  His  grave  lies 
just  across  the  drive-way,  hemmed  about  with  an  appropriate  hedge  of 
arbor-vitae. 

Passing  through  the  building,  and  out  on  the  walk,  we  come  to  a 
rock  of  monstrous  size  with  '87  cut  thereon,  which  still  bears  the  trace 
of  a  coat  of  tar  it  received  the  night  following  its  planting,  and  which 
the  Seniors  worked  so  hard  the  next  morning  to  remove  ;  we  are  here 
met  by  a  rectangular  grass  plot,  bounded  by  a  hedge,  with  a  pavilion  in 
the  center.  A  notice  reads,  "  For  Co-eds  only."  Adjoining  this  lies  the 
retreat  of  this  much  talked  of  Co-ed.,  the  Ladies'  Hall,  modestly  hid 
behind  a  bank  of  ivy  that  covers  the  walls  and  runs  about  the  eaves — 
the  ideal  home  of  the  artists,  who  also  have  a  dwelling  here.  We  pa.ss 
around  the  building  and  call  on  "  Vafi"  amid  his  pets — the  flowers — in  the 
Conservatory. 

Farther  on  we  find  the  CheniLst  in  his  Laboratory,  who  holds  full 
sway,  just  above  the  pill  maker  and  dispenser  of  drugs,  whose  sanctum 
is  in  the  nether  regions.  The  Chemical  Lab.  has  pa.ssed  through  a 
series  of  useful  duties.  Being  one  of  the  first  buildings,  it  was  used  as  a 
general  college  building,  holding  chapel  on  the  second  floor,  recitations 
on  the  first,  and  the  first  forge  and  lathe — the  beginning  of  Purdue's 
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present  extensive  shops — had  their  first  place  in  the  basement  of  this 
building,  which  did  duty  as  a  wood  and  machine  shop,  foundry,  forge 
room,  physical  laboratory,  electrical  department,  and  in  fact  all  the 
branches  of  "  applied  science."  To  the  right  of  the  Chemical  Laboratory 
stands  the  Engine  House,  supporting  the  college  bell,  which  is  such  an 
important  factor  in  student  life ;  reminding  him  of  his  various  duties, 
from  the  time  of  rising  to  the  hour  of  night,  after  which  gas  is  charged 
extra.  It  calls  him  to  recitations,  to  morning  chapel,  to  meals,  and  per- 
chance a  Sunday  lecture,  and  in  case  of  fire  or  riot  it  is  the  old  bell 
that  is  appealed  to,  to  arouse  the  sleeper  in  the  dead  of  night. 

It  is  lyouie  that  presides  at  this  station — the  hub  of  the  University — 
and  is  so  punctual  with  the  hour  bell  that  watches  are  regulated  by 
his  tolls. 

If  while  strolling  through  the  University  Hall  you  meet  a  kindly, 
good-natured  man,  who  has  a  "  good-morning,  sir,"  and  a  pleasant  smile 
for  everybody,  and  gives  it  with  a  characteristic  gesture  of  the  hand, 
you  may  know  that  is  "  Pat,"  the  old  reliable  of  the  Universit}-.  He 
knows  the  names  of  all  the  boys  back  to  when  the  classes  only  numbered 
four  or  five,  and  knows  nothing  but  good  of  any  of  them.  Without 
"  Pat"  Purdue  would  never  have  had  one  of  her  most  universal  favorites. 

Across  the  road  from  the  University  proper  lies  the  United  States 
Experimental  Station,  devoted  to  scientific  investigation  for  the  advance- 
ment of  agricultural  interests.  This  retreat  of  botanists,  chemists, 
veterinarians,  agriculturists  aud  assistants  is  seldom  invaded  by  the 
average  student.  He  is  told  when  a  Freshman  that  the  Professors  who 
hold  forth  here  are  specialists  of  national  reputation,  and  in  consequence 
he  views  the  buildings  from  a  distance. 

To  the  west  of  here  lies  the  farm,  where  various  experiments  are 
carried  on,  the  results  of  which  are  heralded  over  the  State,  quarterly, 
through  the  medium  of  the  Bulletin. 

And  such  is  the  revelation  of  our  beloved  "  alma  mater,"  made  by  a 
casual  observer. 
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DR.  JOSEPH   C.  ARTHUR. 


DR.  JOSEPH  C.  ARTHUR  was  born  in  Northern  New  York,  but 
when  five  j-ears  old  he  accompanied  his  parents  to  their  new  home 
in  Iowa.  His  father  was  a  farmer,  and  when  his  son  was  ready  to  attend 
college  he  was  sent  to  Iowa  Agricultural  College,  where  the  regular 
course,  and  afterward  two  years  post  work,  was  completed. 

Dr.  Arthur  was  predisposed  toward  botany,  and  pursued  his  studies 
while  in  college  under  the  enthusia.stic  leadership  of  Prof.  C.  E.  Bessey. 
In  1876  he  made  an  exhibit  of  the  indigenous  vegetation  of  Iowa  at  the 
Centennial,  and  was  very  highly  commended.  Later  he  published  "The 
Flora  of  Iowa,"  which  was  his  first  work  of  importance,  though  he  has 
since  made  many  contributions  to  the  leading  scientific  journals  of  the 
day,  and  presented  many  papers  before  societies  devoted  to  scientific 
research.  Dr.  Arthur  was  associated  with  John  M.  Coulter  and  R. 
Barnes  in  the  publication  of  the  Arthur,  Barnes  and  Coulter  Hand-Book 
of  Plant  Dissections,  which  has  become  famous  and  given  to  the  authors 
the  .sobriqaet  of  the  "A.  B.  C.  Trio."  Since  1883  he  has  been  associated 
with  President  Coulter  in  the  publication  of  the  Botajiical  Gazette. 
For  many  years  he  has  been  an  active  member  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science,  and  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Botanical  Club,  an  auxiliary  of  the  Association.  He  is  also  an  active 
member  of  various  scientific  societies. 

Dr.  Arthur,  before  coming  to  Purdue,  had  held  professorships  at  col- 
leges of  Iowa,  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  ;  had  carried  on  investigations 
for  four  years  at  the  New  York  Experiment  Station  ;  and  had  studied  at 
Harvard,  Johns  Hopkins  and  Cornell,  receiving  from  the  last  institution 
his  doctorate. 

His  splendid  success  has  been  due  much  to  his  singleness  of  pur- 
pose, devotion  to  his  ideals  and  work,  and  his  sturdy  persistence.

As  we  observe  them  sitting  there  with  true  Senior  dignity,  and  re- 
member that  soon  their  places  will  be  taken  by  the  heathen  Junior,  we 
are  prompted  to  pen  a  short  sketch  of  this  our  present  Senior  Class. 

As  to  nationality,  we  find  them  to  be  decidedly  heterogeneous ;  and 
if  we  may  believe  the  Faculty,  there  never  was  a  more  discouraging 
prospect  for  a  class  than,  when  in  the  fall  of  '88,  these  boys  and  girls, 
fresh  from  their  mamas'  "apron  strings,"  presented  themselves  as  appli- 
cants to  Prepdom.

She  has  not 
only  taken  a  goodl}-  share  of  class-day  events,  but  has  never  suffered 
defeat  in  that  game  of  all  games,  foot-ball.     Indeed  it  may  be  said  that 
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Purdue's  lofty  position  as  champions  of  the  West  is  in  a  great  measure 
due  to  this  class  ;  for  what  would  the  eleven  have  been  able  to  accom- 
plish without  the  giant  "  Steve,"  the  invincible  Finney,  the  herculean 
Muessel,  and  the  brainy,  plucky  Polk  ? 

Neither  has  the  social  side  of  life  been  neglected,  as  the  guests  to 
the  Sophomore  picnic  and  the  Senior  banquet  will  testify. 

Since  her  entrance  at  Purdue,  '93  has  witnessed  a  wonderful  growth 
of  the  University.  New  and  able  additions  to  the  Faculty  have  been 
made  to  accommodate  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  students. 
The  new  Electrical  and  Engineering  Laboratories  have  been  erected 
and  superbly  equipped ;  and,  best  of  all,  the  New  Haivelon  Shops,  and 
the  important  changes  to  be  made  in  the  Biological  and  Chemical  Lab- 
oratories are  to  be  completed  by  the  first  of  next  December.  Who  can 
say  but  what  '93  was  actively  instrumental  in  bringing  this  all  about  ? 
Whatever  may  become  of  this  glorious  class,  Purdue  will  ever  stand  as 
a  gigantic  monument  to  her  energy  and  push. 

While  this  is  a  class  distinguished  for  brilliant  achievements  in  the 
past,  yet  it  will  not  be  content  to  rest  upon  its  present  victories  and 
linger  in  the  peaceful  haven  of  self  congratulation  ;  but  in  their  indi- 
vidual barks,  they  have  been  these  four  years  building,  they  will  push 
out  upon  the  great  ocean  of  active  life.  And  now,  as  we  must  dismiss 
this  simple  chronicle,  we  would  bid  you,  '93,  farewell,  a  long  farewell, 
and  would  Godspeed  you  with  the  prayer  that  your  future  be  as  pro- 
pitious as  the  past.

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FTER  long  anticipation,  the  da}-  had  arrived  which 
was  to  witness  the  game  royal  between  the  blue  and 
maize  on  one  side  and  the  old  gold  and  black  on  the 
other.  Enthusiastic  collegians  had  long  looked  for- 
ward, with  throbbing  hearts,  to  the  contest  which  would 
virtually  decide  the  championship  of  the  West. 

The  event  had  been  well  heralded  through  the  medium 

of  the  college  and  city  press  "  write  ups,  "  and  pictures  of 

the  members  of  the  teams  had  appeared  in  the  morning 

/-'•'papers,  and  various  conjectures   as  to  the  outcome  of  the 

'^  game  had  been  made. 

The  visitors  had  attended  morning  chapel  and  were  royally  received. 

Yells  were  exchanged  as  a  fitting  salutation  ;  in  short,  thej^  had  been 

welcomed  in  warm  collegiate  fellowship. 

The  game  was  to  be  called  at  3  p.  m.,  but  long  before  the  hour,  the 
crowd  began  to  gather  at  the  park  ;  first  a  few  early  birds,  gaily  bedecked 
with  colors  on  coat,  hat  and  cane,  wended  their  way  toward  the  ticket- 
box.  Then  a  group,  and  ere  long 
a  continuous  stream  filled  the 
thoroughfare  that  led  to  the  scene 
of  conflict,  all  anxious  to  depo.sit 
their  tickets,  and  when  once  inside 
to  make  a  rush  for  an  objective-- 
point  on  the  bleachers. 

Soon  the  tallyhos  and  car- 
riages began  to  appear  laden  with 
enthusiastic  standard  bearers,  fair 
co-eds,  dainty  and  demure  misses 
and  smiling  college  widows,  each 


attached  to  enough  ribbon  for  an  off-side  plaj- — five  yards  or  more. 

Every  new  arrival  among  the  carriages  was  greeted  with  an  overture 
of  college  yells,  the  fair  ones  returning  the  greeting  witli  the  Chautauciua 
salute. 
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The  day  is  a  typical  one  for  foot-ball.    A  crisp  west 

wind  blows  over  the  field;  the  blue  and  maize  flaunts 

S,  "j-hl'  defiantlj^  in  the  faces  of  the  old  gold  and  black  contin- 

' gent,  until  a  contrary  gust  catches  up  the  long 

streamers  of  old  gold  and  black  and  wafts  them 
toward  their  opponents. 

On  the  left  is  one  immense  bank  of  old  gold 
and  black,  which  waves  in  unison  to  the  volum- 
inous college  yells,  which  roll  in  vast  surges 
across  the  gridiron  field,  onl}^  to  break  against 
the  banks  of  blue  and  maize,  where  another  note 
is  sounded  and  a  rival  yell  is  borne  back  to 
tingle  in  the  ears  of  the  enthusiasts. 

All  at  once  the  whole  bank  of  old  gold  and 
black  rises  in  one  spontaneous  eruption  as  their  pride  and  idols  sally 
forth  for  a  run  down  the  field. 

They  have  hardl}'  subsided  when  the  counterpart  is  enacted  amid 
the  blue  and  maize  as  another  bevy  of  athletes  emerge  from  the  crowd 
and  take  a  spurt  around  the  field. 

A  little  crowd  of  three  watch  the  twirling  of  a  coin,  the  captain  with 
the  old  gold  wins  the  toss  and  chooses  the  south  goal,  which  is  quickly 
bedecked  with  old  gold  and  black. 

The  two  elevens  line  up,  a  sudden  stillness  comes  over  the  immense 
crowd,  the  ribbons  seem  to  be  suspended  in  mid  air,  a  battle  is  about  to 
be  fought  which  will  decide  the  abiding  place,  for  the  ensuing  year,  of 
the  much  coveted  pennant,  so  dear  to  the  heart  of  ever}-  true  collegian. 
The  culmination  of  the  season's  work  is  about 
to  be  reached;   will  it  be  victorj^  or  defeat? 

On    the   outcome   of  the  game  the  fond 
hopes  and  ambitions  of  the  en-  %^  /iC  ss 

thusiastic  collegian  will  either  be  ^     ^ 
reali?ed  or  blasted. 

Victory  means  that  he  may 
carry  his  beloved  colors  on  high, 
plant  his  banner  on  the  ramparts 
of  the  enem}',  be  borne  to  ex- 
alted heights  on  the  enchanting  wings  of  victory,  let  forth  his  accu- 
mulated force  and  energy  in  praises,  in  song,  and  yell  to  his  beloved  alma 
mater ;  while  defeat  means  humiliation,  innumerable  explanations  as 
to  lunv  it  was  done  and  divers  discomfitures,  which  he  will  not 
contemplate. 
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All  is  expectiuicy.  The  ball  is 
passed,  the  game  is  on,  and  in  a  des- 
perate rush,  a  scrimmage  and  a  fall, 
the  blue  and  maize  have  advanced  the 
ball  a  few  yards.  The  crowd  on  the 
right  burst  forth  in  one  prolonged 
_^-'  yell.  The  game  proceeds,  the  ball 
is  snapped,  pa.ssed,  and  the  runner 
downed  ;  the  opposing  lines  surge  back  and  forth.  Soon  the  ball  goes 
to  the  old  gold  and  black,  the  contingent  on  the  left  straightens  up,  takes 
in  a  long  breath  and  prepares  to  yell  on  the  slightest  provocation. 

One  woefully  mixed  mass  of  striped  stockings,  cleated  shoes,  and 
coarse  jackets  are  intently  watched  by  the  crowd ;  foot  by  foot  one  line 
is  pushed  down  the  field  until  the  ball  is  lost  and  then  the  line  surges 
back  again. 

All  at  once  one  of  the  players  breaks  out  from  the  mass,  makes  a 
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run  around  the  end  and  starts  down 
the  field  well  guarded  by  two  or  three 
of  his  fellows ;  a  spontaneous  yell 
bursts  forth  from  the  crowd.  On,  on, 
he  goes,  successfully  guarding  off  his 
pursuers,  until  an  opponent  makes  a 
sudden  tackle,  and  the  most  brilliant 
run  of  the  day  is  at  an  end.  Again  the  teams  line  up ;  a  succe.ssion  of 
scrimmages  follow ;  the  ball  is  being  forced  dangerously  near  the  goal  of 
the  blue  and  maize ;  the  crowd  is  in  breathless  suspense ;  the  forces  are 
massed  for  a  desperate  rush;  the  ball  is  passed  ;  the  line  is  a  mass  of 
humanity,  which  .scarcely  moves,  so  evenly  matched  is  the  strength  of 

the  opposing  lines.     There    is    a 


moment  of  breathless  suspense,  a 
.slight  swing,  the  whole  ma.ss  piles 
up  in  a  great  heap  just  over  the 
goal  line,  and  the  old  gold  and 
black  have  scored  the  first  touch- 
down after  a  desperate  fight.  The 
entire  bank  of  old  gold  and  black

The  misses,  daintj' 
and  demure,  strip  the  old  gold  and  black 
off  the  victors'  goal  posts  and  girdle 
themselves  in  the  champions'  colors. 
Their  fondest  hopes  and  coveted  air 
castles  have  been  fully  realized  at  the 
expense  of  the  disappointments  of  the 
vanquished. 

And  ever  thus  is  this,  the  greatest 
of  college  sports.
